reoeive «n^ak^jse of the results of our research. Being as 

Soviet soientists, their published work 
indioates that they are at least two years behind us in isotope 
work* 


In work on the photoohemistry of chlorophyll, however, USSR researoh 
Is about on a par with that of the OS. In some aspeots it appears 
to be a little ahead, in others somewhat behind. As an example, they 
claim to have accomplished photoohemioal reduction of a oo-onsyme 
I or II using asoorblc aoid as the reduoing agent and ohlorophyll for 
photo-sensitising. This is an experiment whioh we in the 03 have 
tried and failed.
